France  to  victory  in  the  International 
Six  Days  Enduro  and  winning  the  race 
outright,  Renet  also  secured  his  second 
perfect  season  in  the  French  Enduro 
Championship  before  capping  things  off 
with  his  fourth  consecutive  victory  at  the 
Gotland  Grand  National  in  Sweden.  It 
seemed  that  no  matter  where  he  lined  up 
Renet  was  favourite  to  win.

In  the  sport  of  motocross  we  often  see 
child  prodigies  - the  wonder  kids  and 
the  young  phenoms  that  dominate  the 
amateur  game  and  then  go  on  to  be 
majorly  successful  in  the  pro  ranks.  Ricky 
Carmichael,  James  Stewart,  Ken  Roczen 
and  Adam  Cianciarulo  are  just  a few 
examples  of  racers  that  were  proclaimed 
to  be  the  real  deal  at  a very  young  age  - and  in 
most  cases  rightly  freaking  so  although  maybe 
AC  still  has  to  prove  himself  a little... 

It  is  less  common  however  to  come  across 
a rider  that  may  have  been  overshadowed 
or  maybe  even  outshined  in  the  youth  ranks 
but  nevertheless  goes  on  to  become  a great 
champion.  Ryan  Dungey  and  Ryan  Villopoto 
are  two  guys  that  have  followed  this  type  of 
career  path. 

Even  rarer  still  is  a rider  that  is  a combination 
of  the  above  - a racer  that  has  won  all  there  is 
to  win  in  the  amateur  ranks  but  is  still,  almost 


unjustly,  overlooked,  overshadowed  and 
underestimated  as  they  make  the  progression 
through  the  classes.  Adam  Sterry  is  that  guy. 

The  recently  turned  1 8 year  old  has  had  a 
phenomenal  season  aboard  his  Wilvo  Forkrent 
KTM  with  moto  wins  in  both  the  Maxxis  MX2 
and  EMX250  championships.  Although  Adam 
enjoyed  a prosperous  and  decorated  amateur 
career  it’s  only  now  that  he’s  really  being 
considered  as  a legitimate  hope  for  the  UK 
to  claim  a FIM  gold  medal  in  the  not  too 
distant  future! 

With  a few  very  interesting  offers  laid 
on  the  table  for  next  season,  Adam  has 
decided  to  stick  with  the  team  that  has 
helped  him  reach  where  he  is  today  for 
another  two  years,  setting  up  a solid 
path  to  full  time  GP  racing.  But  why  has 
t taken  this  long  for  us  to  realise  just  how 
good  the  #81 1 is?
